It was intended that half the maize be 
carried by the Zarbian authorities and the other half by Zimbabwe. Mr Burns 

said that a letter of credit was “in the offing” which would allow the operation 
to resume.” "We await confirmation of thie,” he said. Mr Burns was adamant that 
Zimbabwe wanted to continue maize exports te Zambia. "We are a little disturbed 
that this has stopped because we are looking forward to carrying on. “It is just 
a4 question of payment he said.

TENSION SEEN PERSISTING IN BANGUI IN WAKE OF ELECTIONS

[Text] Bangui--After the distressing tension caused by the great uncertainty 
which still hangs over the result of the presidential election held on 15 March, 
the Bangui popuiation waited in vain for the tension to be eased somewhat on 
Wednesday. isstead, however, a tougher tone was abruptly adopted, as if every- 
body wanted to join in the rising tide of intimidation disguised as warnings be- 
fore the official announcement of the man who has defeated his four rivals. 


The authorities imposed a curfew from 1900 hours to 0500 hours throughout 
Central African territory on Wednesday evening. 


Justice Minister Bozanga addressed his compatriots to explain the reasons for 
this emergency measur: >y President Dacko, necessitated by the threat of dis- 
turbances constant | ging over the country. Condemning “irresponsible peo- 
ple and those with po \tical grudges, whom he reminded that "the minority 
must bow to the majority,” the minister mentioned the “danger of insurrection." 








The four opposition candidates are, for their part, divided between fear and 
the temptation of violence. Mc Pacasse, whose supporters obstinately maintain 
came out ahead of the outgoing president, has vanished from the scene for the 
past 48 hours. tlie is said to be in Ouaham, his constituency, which is a long 
way from Bangui. in any case he has sent representatives to the various meet- 
ings held by the opposition candidates and has not attended any of them per- 
sonally. Mr Goumba informed us of his fears for his safety shortly before 
the curfew came into force. 











However,  *r.y Wednesday morning looting took place in the working class dis- 
tricts far from the city center, where large numbers of young people attacked 
storekeepers and iadulged in acts of vandalism. The police and army had to in- 
tervene, particular in “Kilometer 5, a trouble spot which has been the base for 
most of the opposition mov its for several years. On Wednesday the stores, 
many of which are run by Chadians, Sudanese and Lebanese, kept their shutters 
padlocked. Only the many itinerate traders had set up their stalls. 





During the afternoon the four opposition candidates published a letter which 
they had jointly signed and sent to the French ambassador, This dociment re- 
peate all the arguments put forward in the joint communique published the pre- 
vious day by the same people: "Plot hatched by Giscard d'Eataing to impose 
David Dacko as president of the republic once again,” "Preparation for a mili- 
tary intervention,’ desire to inatall a military regime led by Capt Bernard 
Soualakpe Boganda, a French officer and son of the Central African state's 
firet founder president, and so forth. 


While the trial of strength launched against President Dacko by his four rivals 
continues, the publication of the president's statement denying that the Elysee 
had sent a cheque to the Central African Red Cross went virtually unnoticed 
[reference to French president's recent statement that his gifts from former 
Emperor Bokassa had been sold and the proceeds sent to the Central African Red 
Cross]. This document, which is clearly a response to approaches from Paris, 
has only attracted the attention of part of the small European community. 
Despite the presence of *rench soldiers who carried out ‘Operation Barracuda” 
loperation which ousted former Emperor Bokassa] both aid workers and private 
individuals fear that, once the results of Sunday's election are announced by 
the Supreme Court. Bangui will be the scene of violence similar to that which 
preceded and then followed the empire's collapse. Many storekeepers in the city 
center had already emptied their windows on Wednesday as a precautionary 
measure.

[Text] Bangui--"We place full responsibiilty for a possible civil war in 
Central Africa on the shoulders of the French Government and President Giscard 
d'Estaing." «is was stated on Tuesday 17 March by the opposition candidates 
in the Central African presidential elections. Messrs Pehoua, Maidou, Goumba 
and Patasse signed their second joint communique in a week. Despite the con- 
siderable personal success attributed to Mr Patasse by the first official re 
sults, he is thus indicating his desire to maintain some kind of unity of 
action with the other adversaries of the outgoing president, even it they are 
less successful. This time the four leaders also accused Lt Bernard Soualakpe, 
son of the Central African Republic's founder Barthelemy Boganda, of planning 
a coup d'etat in Bangui, where he recently returned after a stay in France. 


As far as outgoing President Mr Dac'o's adversaries are concerned, there can 

be no doubt: The figures on the partial results published by the foreign press 
“are designed to spread panic amorg the population so as to justify a future 
military intervention.” 


Mr Pehoua stresses that "the elections took place under unacceptable conditions” 
and formally accuses Mr Dacko's party of “premeditated fraud." ‘To try to por- 
tray me as Mr Giscard's candidate is to portray me as anti-Central African and 
anti-French, inasmuch as Giscard's African policy is rejected by the majority 

of French people and by all Central Africans, apart from Dacko," he told us, 
adding: "I accuse Giscard personally--not France--in this entire affair.” 


On Tuesdav information Minister Mr Kabylo urged the population ‘not to take 
seriously the f.nures bandied from pillarpost" and "not to let themselves be 
manipulated by the disseninators of false information, who are trying to cause 
trouble." He confirmed that the official results will be announced Thursday. 
Meanwhile the most extraor’' ‘ry and contradictory figures have been circulat- 
ing in the city regarding the stil! only partial results checked at the head- 
quarters of the election organization committee.

(YOMA) in Accra Alhaji Otoo said Ghana was neither antagonistic nor harboured 
any fundamental prejudice against Allah or the Muslim religion. 


He emphasized that though Moslems enjoyed full freedom of religious belief and 
practice under the present Constitution, the ideological climate and the socio- 
political structure in Ghana were un-Islamic, essentially materialistic and 
conflicted with the tenets of Islam. 


The sale of Liquor, the national family planning system, the existence of 

night clubs where immoral practices were prevalent and 4 marriage system unsuit- 
able to Muslim law were some of the areas Alhaji Otoo cited as the main con- 
straints which made Islamic practices difficult in the country. 


He regretted that even though Moslems constituted the largest single religion 
in Ghana presently, they were not adequately represented on certain vital organs 
of State like the Press Commission, the Council of State or given any national 
holidays. 


The secretary of YOMA, Mr Iddrissu Quaye, in his report, outlined the aims and 
objectives of the association which, he said, were geared towards bringing 
unity among Moslems of all ages. 


The association, Mr Quaye said, was also aimed at mobilizing its members to 
become more purposeful and meaningful in their religious and social ventures.

Actual work 
on the projects would take off some time in May, this year after Parliamentary 
approval of the loan agreements was given, Mr Sawyerr said. He disclosed that 
plans for the extension of the rail line from Tema to Akosomobo had almost been 
completed. The Minister also narrated efforts being made to complete work on 
Ghana's air setellite station to help improve communication with the outside 
world, as well as transportation on the Volta Lake and rehabilitation of the 
Ghana Airways Corporation.

Mr. Kuria pointed out that, even with the quota seyetem, Kenya would have only 
about 4,000 tonnes of coffee “: stock, which was no more than the stock last year 
and the previous one. 


He argued that this amount was not auch, considering estimated total production 
in 1980/61 had been 85,000 tonnes. 


The Kenya export quota thie year amounts to 71,000 tonnes, Mr. Kuria said, 
leaving 14,000 tonnes in balance. 


Of this sow: 1° 090 tonnes are expected to be absorbed in the domestic market, 
where the board is carrying owt 4 campaign to get Kenyans to drink coffee.

{Text} Kenya's national budget for agricultural research ie programmed to rise 
from &9 million in 1979 to b15 million in 1983. 


These figures were disclosed to delegates attending the African seminar on inter- 
national agricultural research at Kenyatta Conference Centre, Nairobi. 





Kenya has now over 30 major agricultural research laboratories, national and re- 
gional research stations. There are about 300 scientific research personnel and 
the national needs about 700. 


The effective use of appropriate technology ie crucial for the success of rural 
agricultural development, according to a Kenyan paper presented at the seminar. 


“Technological innovations in agriculture have proved to be the most powerful 
toole for increasing the productivity of the available resources with relatively 
favourable input-output relations,” a delegate said. 


The Kenyan paper suggested that agricultural research should not put gore emphasis 
on the development and spread of new technology in rural areas than in the past. 


The emphasis should be on the technology which can help achieve agricultural 
growth, contribute to balance of payments, employment, income distribution and 
conservation of the productive potential of land, the report said. 


Biological changes such as breeding and plant protection were crucial.

[Text] Western diplomate today confirmed Tanzanian President Juliue Nyerere's 
warning that thousands of Tanzaniane face death from famine and that, unlike in 
previous years, the country has no foreign exchange to import food. 


In a nationwide address yesterday Dr. Nyerere said that because of drought, six 
to eight million Tanzaniane were facing hunger thie season. “If the situation 
continues like this next year, many Tanzaniane will die." he said. 


Dr. Nyerere, who is on an emergency fact-finding tour of the country's worst hit 
regions around Lake Victoria, appealed to Tanzanians to quickly plant drought- 
resistance crops such as sorghum and millet. “Dr. Nyerere was speaking of famine 
for the firet time ever,” said one Weetern diplomat. “The situation is very tough 
and there's no money to import food thie year.” 


Last year, Tanzania purchased, or received as aid, 200,000 tons of corns, rice and 
wheat. Now, diplomate say, the government has asked donor countries for 100,000 
tons of mixed grains to get over the “critical months” of June to August. 


“There ie not famine now, but there will be in two or three months, after the next 
harvest has failed,” said one agricultural expert. 


Aid donors are particularly worried that Tanzania's antiquated and inefficient 
rail and road transport system are incapable of moving sufficient food relief. 


Officials at the National Milling Corp, say they are getting less than half the 
railway wagons needed to ferry food to the drought areas. 


Pollowing Dr. Nyerere's address, one presidential advisor commented: “In 20 


years I've only heard the President this hysterical on one other occasion. Tan- 
zania has never had people die from famine. The situation is very, very grave.
